Terrible Scenes That F ollow ed the ITattle 
of Colil Harbor. 
G eneral 
Horace Porter, iu “ Cam­ 
paigning W ith G ra n t,” in The Century, 
telling of the the battle of Cold H ar­ 
bor, says: 
The general in Hbif»’ realized that In 
was iu s\ swam py and sickly port ten of 
tho country. 
Tho m alaria was highly 
productive of disease, and the Chicka- 
horniny fever was dreaded by all the 
troops who had a recollection of its 
ravages w hen they cam paigned in that 
section of tho country two years before. 
The operations had been so active that 
precautions against sickness had neces­ 
sarily been much neglected, and the 
general was anxious, while* giving the 
men some rest, to im prove the sanitary 
conditions. 
By d in t of extraordinary 
exertions tho cam ps were well policed 
and large quantities of fresh vegetable» 
were brought forw ard and distributed. 
C attle were ^received iu much bette> 
condition than those v h ic h had made 
long m arches and had furnished beef 
w hich was far from being wholesome. 
G reater attention w as dem anded iu thf 
cooking of the food and the procuring 
of better w ater. Dead anim als and offal 
were buried, and more stringent sani­ 
tary regulations were enforced through­ 
out the entire command. 
W hat w as most distressing at this 
tim e wTas the condition of affairs at the 
extrem e front. No one w ho did not w it­ 
ness the sights on those portions of the 
line where the opposing troops were in 
exceptionally close contact can form an 
idea of the sufferings experienced. Staff 
officers used to work their way ou foot 
daily to the advanced points, so as to 
lie able to report w ith accuracy these 
harrow ing scenes. 
Some of the sights 
were not unlike those of the “ bloody 
ftiigle” at Spottsylvania. 
Between the 
lines w’here the heavy assaults had been 
made there was in some places a dis­ 
tance of 80 or 40 yards com pletely cov­ 
ered by the dead and wounded of both 
sides. The bodies of dead w ere festering 
in tbe sun, w hile the wounded were dy­ 
ing a torturing death from starvation, 
thirst and loss of blood. 
In some places 
the stench became sickening. Every at­ 
tem pt to m ake a change in the picket 
line brought on heavy firing, as both 
sides had become nervous from long 
watchfulness, and the slightest move­ 
m ent on either front led to the beli* f 
th a t it was the beginning of an assault 
In the night there was often heavy ar­ 
tillery firing, sometim es accompanied by 
musketry, w ith a view to deterring the 
other side from attacking, or occasioned 
by false rum ors of an attem pt to as 
The men °V th*1 »dv»necd lines 
had to lie close to the ground in narrow 
trenches, w ith little w ater for drinking 
purposes except th a t obtained from sur­ 
face drainage. 
They were subjected to 
the broiling heat by day and the chill­ 
ing winds and fogs at nig h t and hod to 
eat the rations that could begot to then 
under the greatest im aginable discern 
fo rt

Tesla once made a rem ark which waft 
full of the spirit of future progress in 
the m atter of lighting.

by other than chem ical 
m eans— a veritable flame which would 
give lig h t aud heat w ithout any m ateri­ 
al being consumed, w ithout any chem­ 
ical process takipg place, and to accom­ 
plish this was only need to perfect m eth­ 
ods of producing enorm ous frequencies 
and potentials.” 
These words of Mr. Tesla contain a 
suggestion the full m eaning of which 
has lately been more thoroughly under­ 
stood. To produce som ething from noth­ 
ing has ever been a great hum an problem 
not alw ays solvable. 
Here is a scien­ 
tist pointing out a scientific way of ac­ 
com plishing the feat. The hidden m ean­ 
ing of the rem ark is not hard to discern. 
His w ords would seem to intim ate th at 
we have been em ploying exceedingly 
crude m ethodsof lig h t production; that 
in the laboratory of nature means aud 
m aterial exist which inay be procured 
and used for the m ero asking; th a t our 
proper course would be to first see how* 
lig h t is produced in nature, and then 
ks far as possiblo to go and do likewise. 
Tho harnessing of the ether means the 
solution of m any great secrets of the u n i­ 
verse, the utilization of natural light, 
the 
subtle 
transm ission 
of 
speech 
through m iles of space, and the great­ 
est trium ph science has yet know n.— 
Theodore W aters in Exchange. 


Su icid e. 
An English statistician says there is 
not m uch of a psychological m ystery in 
the fact that so m any m ore people com­ 
m it suicide in sum m er than iu w inter, 
and he does not think- th at the differ­ 
ence is in any large m easure due ,to tho 
direct effect of cold upon hum an minds 
aud bodies. 
It m ust be borne in m em ­ 
ory, he says, th at drow ning is the com­ 
m onest method of self destruction and 
resort to it is difficult or impossible 
w hen rivers and ponds are covered w ith 
ice. 
This accounts for a part of the de­ 
crease. 
Another part is explained by 
the circum stance th a t iu cold w eather 
people live more iu association, and 
thero is thus less opportunity for com ­ 
m itting suicide. He does not thiuk, 
however, th a t it is possible to explain 
the m atter wholly w ithout reference to 
the depressing effects of cold ou the 
nervous system aud the exciting effect« 
of heat. 
It requires some energy and 
determ ination to com m it suicide, aud 
this is lacking in a person suffering 
from extrem e cold. A ll these considera­ 
tions w orking together, tho result is 
th a t m any people endure through the 
w inter u life winch ihey have ceaseu U» 
value and throw it aw ay when the sea­ 
son comes in which the m aterial diffi­ 
culties in the way of continued exist­ 
ence are at their m inim um .

JRoetrte Eye*. 
The latest adjunct that science gives 
to the surgical operator la an electric 
eye. Strictly spooking, it ie not an eye 
at all, but rather a sort of searchlight, 
which is used to aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical operations. 
Oftentimes surgeons are handicapped 
In their work by the fact that they can­ 
not see distinctly the parts upon which 
they must operate. The formation of 
the human body is such that in many 
instances no light can bo put directly 
upon tho particular part of the human 
anatomy that is to be operated upon. 
Tho eye can see to the extent of human 
capability, but in intricate operations, 
however strong tho light in the operate 
lug theater may be, the rays lack that 
penetration aud power of concentration 
so necessary to delicate surgical opera­ 
tions. 
Professor Charlet E. 
Quimby, of 
Bellevue hospital, New Yow, bas pat­ 
ented this new aid to surgery. From an 
ordinary electric light wire a connection 
is made with this device), which fits the 
face much in the manner of a pair of 
spectacles. The appliance in itself con­ 
sists of two small incandescent lamps, 
which are fitted one above and the other 
below the eye of the operator. They are 
so adjusted that the rays focus at a point 
sufficiently near the ordinary point of 
vision to throw all the power of the 
electric rays ujx>n the point desired. 
It is practically a portable searchlight 
adapted to the operating theater. The 
lamps are in the form of an annular 
glass globe, with an illuminating con* 
doctor. An insulated backing, consist­ 
ing of a metal leather lined band, which 
passes around the head, prevents the 
Leat from affecting the wearer, aud at 
the sumo time holds die light in position 
aud prevents any possible effect that 
otherwise the electricity might have 
upon the wearer. The lights more near­ 
ly resemble long glass tulles than any­ 
thing eke, Within these tubes are placed 
ilie lumps, which can be adjusted to any 
desired angia When a direct downward 
ray is desired, a small reflector is fixed 
above the light and the rays thrown in 
the desired direction.—San Francisco 
Blaunner.

Man's Excessive A ppetite and the Body'S 
Capacity For Food. 
To the lay mind nothing seems to au­ 
gur so strongly in favor of robust health 
as a 
hearty appetite. 
Furthermore, 
there would seem to be a strong con 
victiou in tho public mind, sanctified 
by tradition from limo almost imme­ 
morial, that the more a man eats the 
better he is. 
The quantity of food that 
many people naturally eat is very large 
as rom pared w ith their actual physi­ 
ological requirements. 
Add to this the 
many tempting forms in which food is 
presented to the palate by our modern 
culinary arts, th6 sharpening of the ap­ 
petite by the anteprandial cocktail, the 
stimulus afforded the appetite by a bot­ 
tle of good wine, and the result is often 
the consumption of an amount of food 
that simply overwhelms tho assimila­ 
tive organs. 
Such indulgence, lf unre­ 
stricted and habitual, taxes both the as­ 
similative and the excretory organa to 
their highest capacity, especially when 
coupled with sedentary life, and, more­ 
over, it lends an additional impetns to 
the evils springing from the use of im­ 
proper quality of food. 
The human elaborating and excretory 
mechanism was evidently adjusted for 
ordinary wear and tear to an average 
limited period of about 70 years. 
Un­ 
der 40 per cent of extra work we must 
naturally expect Impairment or break­ 
down of the mechanism much earlier. 
It should therefore excite no special 
surprise that so large a proportion of our 
well to do people die from Bright’s dis­ 
ease, heart failure aud allied diseases at 
60 or 66 who should, and under prop­ 
erly regulated live* and, habits would, 
have attained the natural age of 70 or 
oveT. Paradoxical though it may (fem, 
such people usually spring from excep­ 
tionally healthy stock and often point 
with pride to the fact that their imme­ 
diate ancestors lived to advanced age* 
of 80 year* or more. This paradox, how­ 
ever, is more apparent than real, for in­ 
vestigation w ill usually reveal the fact 
that fog the most part the parent* in 
such case* were people of more simple 
habits, such as corresponded with New 
England life 75 or IOO years ago. 
The truth is that the well to do man 
of today lives in a faster age than that 
of his father and grandfather. He meets 
with greater opportunities aud possi­ 
bilities and therefore greater stimulus 
to all his energies. He more easily ac­ 
quires 
pecuniary resources, sud 
in 
larger amounts, and therefore he pos­ 
sesses greater luxuries of domestic life. 
With these come greater temptations to 
excess. 
While he has often Inherited a 
splendid constitution from his ances­ 
tors, unlike them he has run his phys­ 
ical mechanism at a breakdown rate, 
and it must of necessity more quickly 
wear out.—Charles W. Purdy, M. IX, 
In North American Review.

Cropping Them 
Prevent* the 
From H earing W ell. 
Any one who has heard the mega­ 
phone most have wondered at the ex­ 
traordinary power of increasing sound 
that is produced by form, and I would 
like to call attention to one point in 
connection with cutting dogs’ ears that 
I do not remember to have seen men­ 
tioned anywhere — that is, from as 
acoustic standpoint: 
I have lately purchased a small York­ 
shire terrier, imported from England 
only a few mouths ago. 
Its ears were 
clipped in England after what the seller 
of the dog declared to be “ the very lat­ 
est style. ” 
The ears were first clipped and then 
stiffened up with three effects on the 
dog: 
F irst.—That the buzz of a bee or fly 
causes him to retreat under cover of 
safety. 
Second.—That 
he ducks his head 
when about to be patted, a sure sign of 
the length of time the pain cf the oper­ 
ation must have lasted. 
Third.—(An effect I had not expect­ 
ed. ) That he has absolutely no idea of 
the direction of sound. 
In the ears of a mastiff dog any one 
who observes the shell-like form of the 
ear opening may easily imagine the im­ 
mense power of such a trum petlike in­ 
strum ent to increase the volume of 
sound. 
A change in the acoustical ar­ 
rangement of the flap of the ear would 
necessarily entirely puzzle aud bewilder 
the owner as to the direction of sound, 
and this oue point on car cutting would 
seem of itself to condemn the practice.

T errib le Scene* T h at F ollow ed th e B a ttle 
o f Cold H arbor. 
General 
Horace Porter, in “ Cam­ 
paigning With G rant,” in The Century, 
telling cf the the battle of Cold H ar­ 
bor, says; 
The gt ceral in elm . realized that lit 
was in a swampy aud sickly port leu of 
the country. 
The m alaria was highly 
productive of disease, and the Ohicka- 
hominy fever was dreaded by all the 
troops who had a recollection of its 
ravages when they campaigned in that 
section of the country two years before. 
The operations had been so active tliat 
precautions against sickness had iieces* 
gorily been much neglected, and the 
general was anxious, while* giving the 
men some rest, to improve the sanitary 
conditions. 
By dint of extraordinary 
exertions the camps were well policed 
aud large quantities of fresh vegetables 
were brought forward and distributed. 
Cattle were %received in much hetto 
condition than those which had made 
long marches and had furnished beef 
which was far from being wholesome. 
Greater attention was demanded in th* 
cooking of the food and the procuring 
of better water. Dead animals and offal 
were buried, and more stringent sani­ 
tary regulations were enforced through­ 
out the entire command. 
What was most distressing at this 
time was the condition of affairs at the 
extreme frout. No one who did not w it­ 
ness the sights on those portions of the 
line where the opposing troops were in 
exceptionally close contact can form an 
idea of the sufferings experienced. Staff 
officers used to work their way on foot 
daily to the advanced points, so as to 
be able to report w ith accuracy these 
harrowing scenes. 
Some of the sights 
were not unlike those of tho ’‘bloody 
angle” at Spot fey Ivan i a. 
Between the 
lines where the heavy assaults had been 
made there was in some places a dis­ 
tance of SO or 40 yards completely cov­ 
ered by the dead aud wounded of both 
sides. The bodies of dead were festering 
in the sun, while the wounded were dy­ 
ing a torturing death from starvation, 
thirst and loss of blood. 
In some places 
the stench became sickening. Every at­ 
tempt to make a change in the picket 
line brought on heavy tiring, as both 
sides had become nervous from long 
watchfulness, and the slightest move­ 
ment on either front led to the bein! 
that it w as the beginning of an assault 
In the night there was often heavy ar­ 
tillery firing, sometimes accompanied by 
musketry, w ith a vi* w to deterring the 
other side from attacking, or occasioned 
by false rumors of an attempt to as 
sault 
The men on the advanced line* 
had to lie close to the ground in narrow 
trenches, with little water for drinking 
purposes except that obtained from sur­ 
face drainage. 
They wens subjected to 
the broiling beat by clay and the chill­ 
ing winds and fogs at night aud had to 
eat the rations that Could be got to then 
under the greatest imaginable discorn 
fort 
_ 
Grvefci in 'Fighter*. 
Smolev.ski had placed a battery of 
mountain guns on a plateau overlooking 
the village of Velestmo, and along tho 
base of this plateau was a battalion of 
Evzones, sheltered by tho position of 
the ground and by intrenchinents. 
Tho 
battery on tho plateau played on the 
Turkish advance with great effect, aud 
the order was given by the Turkish 
commander to charge it. 
The Turkish 
infantry swung clear, and the cavalry, 
led by a young officer, came on in col­ 
umn, first at the trot and th* n at a 
swinging gallop. 
It seemed a mad un­ 
dertaking for cavalry to charge a bat­ 
tery of well served artillery planted on 
the crest of a long, steep slope. 
The brave horsemen were met with 
salvos of shells which plowed though 
their lunks. 
Then suddenly uprose tho 
Evzones from their partially hidden 
aiver aud poured upon them trolley after 
volley. No troops could withstand such 
fire, aud, completely broken, the Turk­ 
ish horsemen turned aud sought shelter 
in the woods in tho neighborhood of 
Risomylos. — “ W ith the Greeks In

Harnessing the Ether. 
Tesla once made a remark which wa* 
full of the spirit of future progress in 
the m atter of lighting. 
“ It is of not 
little interest,’ 
ho said, “ to contem­ 
plate that we have a possible way of 
producing — by other than chemical 
means—a veritable flame which would 
give light and heat without any materi­ 
al being consumed, without any chem­ 
ical process taking place, and to accom­ 
plish this wTe only need to perfect meth­ 
ods of producing enormous frequencies 
and potentials." 
These words of Mr. Tesla contain a 
suggestion the full meaning of which 
has lately been more thoroughly under­ 
stood. To produce something from noth­ 
ing has ever been a great human problem 
not always solvable. 
Here is a scien­ 
tist pointing out a scientific way of ac­ 
complishing the feat. The hidden mean­ 
ing of the remark is not hard to discern. 
His words would seem to intim ate that 
we have been employing exceedingly 
crude methods of light production; that 
in tho laboratory of nature means and 
m aterial exist which may be procured 
and used for the n ere asking; that our 
proper course would be to first see how 
light is produced iu nature, and then 
us far as possible to go and do likewise. 
Tho harnessing of the ether means the 
solution of many great secrets of the uni­ 
verse, the utilization of natural light, 
the 
subtle 
transmission 
of speech 
through miles of space, and the great­ 
est triumph science has yet known.— 
Theodore Waters in Exchange. 


Suicide. 
An English statistician says there is 
not much of a psychological mystery in 
the fact that so many more people com­ 
m it suicide in summer than in winter, 
and he does not think1 ttmfr the differ­ 
ence is in any largo measure duetto tho 
direct effect of cold upon human minds 
and bodies. 
It must be borne in mem­ 
ory, he says, that drowning is the com­ 
monest method of self destruction and 
resort to it is difficult or impossible 
when rivers and ponds are covered with 
ice. This accounts for a part of the de­ 
crease. 
Another part is explained by 
the circumstance that in cold weather 
people Ii vt' more in association, ami 
there is thus less opportunity for com 
matting suicide. He does not think, 
however, that it is possible to explain 
the m atter wholly without reference to 
the depressing effects of cold on the 
nervous system aud the exciting effects 
of heat. It require* some energy and 
determination to commit suicide, and 
this is lacking in a person suffering 
from extreme cold. Ail these considera­ 
tions working together, tho result is 
that many people enduro through tile 
winter a life which they have ceased to 
value aud throw it away when the sea­ 
son comes in which the m aterial diffi­ 
culties in tho way of continued exist­ 
ence are at their minimum.
